Shillings per Guinea until the 25th of arch, iGg6. And frem 
thence to leſſen the Value of every Guinea Six Pence, every Qnaiter of a Year ; 
which in Two Years and an half's Time will reduce every Guirea to the Vilue of 


Twenty five Shillings : which, if ſertled by A& of Parliament, wiil be of great 


Satisfaction to all People, with a ſevere Penalty upon any that iha'l Raiſe or Kefuſe 
them.

Penny-weight and an half, which is full Seven Pounds tea Shillings per Cot. yilich 
may lye in Bank towards the making good Ciipt Mony, when coin'd. 

Norte alſo, That there is abundance of O14d Clip'd Mony, and likzwiſe Ol | Monys 
that'is norClip'd, which, weigh'd together, will hold the New Standard withonutLols. 

So that when all this Coin, which is now hoarded up, being thus reducd, it will 
appear that all the Small Clip'd Mony, which no Perſon have or will lay up, will 
be found to be but of ſmall Quantity, in compariſon of the whole Coin in the Na- 
tion, and a ſmall Tax will make it good ; unleſs beins thus reduce?, we may be 
in danzer of loſing the greateſt part of the Silyer Coin dvring the War.
